SENATOR DU PONT EXEMPTED 


Decision Says He Resigned Before 
Suits Began—Companies to be Re 
_ organized to Conform to Law,

WILMINGTON, Del., June 21..—Judges 
Gray, Buffington, and Lanning fild@ an 
opinion in the. United "States. Circuit 
Court here late this afternoon} declaring 
the du -Pont Powder Company and 
twenty-eight otner companies and = in- 
dividuals to be guilty of “maintaining a 
combination in restraint of inter-State 
commerce in powder “and other’ ex- 
plosives,”’ 

The pills: against United States Senator 
Henry A. du Pont and fourteen other de- 
fendants were dismissed, The Senator's 
son, Henry F. du Pont, a Director whe 
succeeded’ his father on, the board, is 
held to be liable. The case is the suit 


of the Government against the Powder: 


Trust for alleged violation of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust act. 

The opinion, which is written by Judge 
Lanning and concurred in by the other 
Judges, enjoins the defendants from con- 
tinuing ‘ said combination,” and orders 
that it be dissolved. The.court will hear 
argumenton Oct. 16 as “ to the nature of 
the injunction, which shall be granted 
herein and as to any plan. for dissolving 
said combination."’ 

The Judge quotes freely from the Stand- 
ard Oil case, and also cites the American 
Tobacco case. The interlocutory decree 
states in effect that the purpose of the 
court in ordering the hearing in October 
is to “ascertain and determine upon a 
plan or method for such dissolution which 
will not deprive the defendants of the op- 
portunity to recreate out of the elements 
now composing said combination a new 
condition which shall be in harmony and 
not repugnant to the law.”
